E vervthing alway s is jam -packed with 
the jollies, in the Russian version. It's 
too good to b e true. 


Space exploration is not quite that hear­ 
ty . Our own astronauts have given a more 
literal version. 
They have reiw rted unforgettab le exper­ 
iences. They have told ab out fleeting and 
vary ing im pressions, difficulties with the 
apparatus of the capsules, how b usy they 
w ere try ing to do tOD many things at 
once, how uncomfortab le they were dur­ 
ing re-entry into the atm osphere, etc. 
We suspect this is what Russian cos­ 
m onauts have on their minds, too — not 
fun and gam es, not the glory they are 
b ringing to their governm ent, not any thing

WHEN ASKED to give a spe 
cific exam ple of wheeling and 
dealing and arm -twisting, M r. 
Burch replied: 
“ Lm talking ab out the votes 
on the civil rights b ills. Any ­ 
b ody who shows the least hit 
of nervousness ab out a vote for 
the adm inistration gets a call 
from the President and it is 
suggested that he should well 
reconsider his position. . . . He 
(the President) suggests that he 
has a long memory and that if 
he (the congressm an) want.s hix 
district taken care of. and if he 
wants to b e on the inside of the 
White House he had b etter go 
along with the adm inistration 
program .” 
What the Repub lican chair­ 
man has de.scrib ed, however, i.s 
a tactic that is not novel in 
Washington 
Other 
president.s 
have used it, too. Many m em ­ 
b ers of Congress have risked 
their political futures b y refus­ 
ing to go along with admini.s 
(ration policies with which they 
disagreed. But the tendency in 
recent y ears has b een m ore and 
more to condone the use of 
pub lic funds and governm ental 
favors to influence the vote.s of 
m em b ers 
of 
Congress. 
This 
isn’t usually de.scrib ed as "di.s- 
honest.” b ut as m erely "prac- 
lical politics” 
Many a political contrib utor 
doesn’t expect any rew ard if a 
candidate he supports wins the 
election b ut 
there are m any 
others who do. 


IT TAKES a good deal of 
m urage for a president to turn 
down heavy contrib utors to a 
political cam paign, and in the 
past the contrib utors have b een 
rewarded b y appointmenLs fo 
posts in the diplomatic service 
or in the Cab inet or in other 
posts out.side the civil service 
For decades there has 
b een 
condemnation of this practice, 
hut nothing .seems to have b een 
done ab out it.

today IS something which has 
grown in scope over the y ears 
and now play s a significant part 
not only in lining up votes in 
Congress b ut in the allocation 
of some government contracts 
and the selection of sites for 
governm ental projects.

WASHINGTON 
The Russians stick their nose 
into American presidential cam ­ 
paigns every four y ears direct­ 
ly . indirectly or accidentally . 
It was direct enough last July 
when Sen. B arry Goldwater won 
the Repub lican nomination and 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev 
accused 
him of try ing “ to enter the 
White House under the slogans 
of 
unb ridled 
anti-communism 
and war threats.” 
And the Russian leader lik­ 
ened the Repub lican convention 
to a Nazi party rally . 


Khrushchev 
has 
b een quiet 
since. But now Russia has shot 
three men aloft in a space cap­ 
sule 
circling 
the 
earth 
and 
outdoing any thing this country 
ever attem pted. 
It isn’t clear whether they had 
to do this right now for scientif­ 
ic reasons, hoped it might add 
to the wrangle b etween Presi­ 
dent Johnson and Goldwater. or 
just didn’t care. 
It’s not the first time they did 
this kind of thing in the midst of 
a cam paign. They did it in I9 60, 
when they orb ited two dogs. Not 
to b e outdone, the United States 
shot three mice 6.50 miles aloft 
b efore the campaign was over. 
Yet. what the Russians did 
then 
was 
like 
a 
quiet 
aft­ 
erthought to a b ad y ear that got 
off to a pleasant start. 
In 19 60 President Eisenhower 
and Khrushchev 
not only ex­ 
changed 
Happy 
New 
Year 
greetings 
b ut 
arranged 
for 
Eisenhower to visit Russia in 
June Then the roof fell down, 
or rather the American U2 spy - 
plane did 
The Russians shot it out of the 
sky over their m otherland in 
May . 
In quick order that month 
Khrushchev b roke up the P an s 
sum m it meeting with Eisenhow­ 
er. denounced him. called off 
the President’s trip to Russia, 
and cab led Democratic party 
leaders in this country . 
He^said 
b road sections of the 
(A n i^ican j 
pub lic and many 


prom inent political 
figures 
in 
the L’nited States are seriously 
concerned” ab out the Elisenhow- 


er adm inistration's handling of 
foreign policy . 


Then on July 13 Khrushchev 


expressed his opinions to a visit­ 


ing American — Joseph C urran, 
president of the .National M ari­ 
time UTiion — on Kennedy and 
Vice President Richard M Nix­ 
on. The vice president had de­ 
hated Khrushchev in a Moscow 
display kitchen in 19 59 . 


Curran said Khrushchev di.s- 
paraged Nixon b ut thought Ken­ 
nedy made “ some sense.” If 
this .seemed like favoritism , it 
didn’t last long 
He had some 
m ore to say in August in a 
speech hoping Americans would 
elect a president whose policy 
called for improving relations 
with Russia 


He indicated neither Kennedy 
nor .Nixon was the man and said 
it was as difficult to choose 
b etween them as b etween left 
and right in a pair of b oots He 
called them b oth “ lackey s of 
monopfdy capital.” That vvas in 
August 19 60. 
It wasn’t all he did that y ear 
In Septem b er and Octob er he, 
went to the United Nations in 
New Vork and distracted Amer­ 
icans from the cam paign with a 
one-man 
show 
which 
he cli­ 
m axed b y pounding a U N. desk 
with his shoe.

A m ericans who challenge the reliability 
of political polls will have a chance to 
reassess or perhaps reinforce their views 
a full two weeks in advance of the U.S. 
presidential election Nov. 3 
The preview on polling will be afforded 
by G reat Britain, which for the first time 
In 40 years Is holding its national elec­ 
tions 
in 
the 
sam e 
year 
as the U.S. 
In Britain, which votes Thursday, a nip- 
and-tuck race between the Conservatives 
and the Labor party for control of the 
next Parliam ent has put professional poll­ 
sters on the spot. 


ALTHOUGH latest 
polls 
have 
given 
Harold Wilson’s Labor party the edge 
over Sir Alec Douglas-Home's Conserva­ 
tives. the m argin is paper thin. 
A wrong call is not likely to be for­ 
gotten. especially if it is m ade bv the 
ubiquitous Gallup poll. whose credibility 
in the U S. presidential campaign is p art­ 
ly at stake. 
British politicians have been critical of 
this poll’s reliability because in the span 
of a week it reported the Labor party 
had wiped out the incumbent Tories’ slim 
m argin and had surged to a 44-point 
lead. 
This is a pretty steep swing in public 
opinion in a single 
week 
and 
British 


analysts are saying either the sam pling 
was unrepresentative or the depth of ques­ 
tioning was inadequate. 
But while the British are outwardly 
skeptical toward the polls, their reactions 
to the public opinion soundings show they 
m ay be taking m ore stock in them than 
we do. 


GALLUP’S report that the Labor party 
had surpassed the Conservatives prompted 
a quick change in the campaign. Conserva­ 
tives got off the defensive and began 
carrying personal attacks against Labor 
party leaders in an effort to woo the 
undecided voter. 
And the stock 
m arket 
reacted 
with 
alarm 
The common stock index dipped 
to its lowest point since the Cuban missile 
crisis in 1962 because the Laborites are 
calling for ^nationalization of steel and 
governm ent land purchases for low-cost 
housing. 
Whether these reactions were based 
on fact or fiction 
will 
be 
determ ined 
Thursday. 
Meanwhile. 
Americans, 
whose doubts 
about opinion polls have never quite sub­ 
sided after H arry Trum an crossed them 
up in 1948. will be watching with interest. 
In this election year it is not hands 
but eves across the sea. 


Not Quite That Hearty

It is the suspicion that a 
lot of foolish fluff Is added to the cosmo­ 
nauts’ experiences before the official ver­ 
sion is released 
In the account of the latest three-man 
orbiting, as well as 
in all previous ac­ 
counts. the Russian cosm onauts had 
a 
high old tim e up there in space, eating 
with gusto, sleeping like kittens, listening 
to m usic and jabbering awav like school 
girls. 
Everything always is jam-packed with 
the jollies, in the Russian version 
It s 
too good to be true. 


Space exploration is not quite that hear­ 
ty. Our own astronauts have given a more 
literal version. 
They have reported unforgettable exper­ 
iences They have told about fleeting and 
varying impressions, difficulties with the 
apparatus of the capsules, how busy they 
were trying to do to.» many things at 
once. how uncomfortable they were dur­ 
ing re-entry into the atm osphere, etc 
We suspect this is what Russian cos­ 
monauts have on their minds, too — not 
fun and games, not the glory they are 
bringing to their government, not anything 
like that. 
In short, we suspect pioneers In outer 
space are all the sam e, or would be if 
the Russian cosm onauts could be stripped 
of foolish fluff about sleeping soundly, eat­ 
ing like hungry bears and whooping it up 
for the eternal glory of Khrushchev. Marx. 
Engels and I^nin. 


A Wca|K)ii For South \ iet Nam 


Most casualties in South Viet Nam. as 
far as U.S. advisers are concerned, have 
been associated with the vulnerability of 
helicopters in jungle w arfare.

“ Well, I think the big issue 
that we are finally getting down 
to in this campaign is the char­ 
acter of the president of the 
United States. In other words, 
for so long the people of this 
country have equated politics 
almost 
with 
hypocrisy. 
They 
have been fed a diet of cream 
of wheat 
as far as politics. 
And now they are faced with 
one candidate whose candor is 
som etimes mistaken for reck­ 
lessness when in fact all he 
is being is honest, the unortho­ 
dox 
politician 
On 
the other 
hand, we have the classic poli­ 
tician, the present incumbent. 
“ I think what it is finally 
going to boil down to is whether 
the people of this United States 
want a man whose main at­ 
tribute 
is 
plain, simple, old­ 
fashioned honesty. I think that 
is our greatest advantage ” 


MR. BURCH then was asked 
just how he would characterize 
President Johnson He answered 
as follows: 
“ Well. I'm not going to char­ 
acterize the President as a man 
of dishonesty per se. But the 
President is a politician in the 
sorriest sense of the term, to 
my way of thinking He is the 
wheeler-dealer, the arm-twister, 
‘go for w hatever is good at the 
moment, disregard what 
you 
have done in the past’—that 
sort of thing. Sen. Goldwater is 
consistent and he is honest. That 
is the way I would appraise 
the two candidates.” 
Mr. Burch was asked lf he 
didn’t think that “ wheeling and 
dealing 
and twisting people's 
arm s to arrive at compromise 
is part of the Democratic sys­ 
tem and are desirable attributes 
in the White House ” His reply 
was as follows: 
“ Not the way the President 
works it—no. I wouldn't say so. 
This might have worked in the 
legislative body, where he got 


all of his training, in the Con­ 
gress. There is a great deal of 
wheeling and dealing and arm - 
twisting in the Congress. 
“ But I think it is a little un­ 
becoming for the President of 
the United States to be tw ist­ 
ing arm s in the Congress, be­ 
cause they are two separate 
branches of the governm ent.” 


WHEN ASKED to give a spe 
cific exam ple of wheeling and 
dealing and arm-twisting, Mr. 
Burch replied: 
“ I'm talking about the votes 
on the civil rights bills. Any­ 
body who shows the least bit 
of nervousness about a vote for 
the administration gets a call 
from the President and it is 
suggested that he should well 
reconsider his position. . . . He 
(the President! suggests that he 
has a long memory and that if 
he (the congressman) wants his 
district taken care of, and if he 
wants to be on the inside of the 
White House he had better go 
along with the adm inistration 
program ' 
What the Republican chair­ 
man has described, however, is 
a tactic that is not novel in 
Washington 
Other 
presidents 
have used it, too. Many mem 
hers of Congress have risked 
their political futures by refus­ 
ing to go along with adminis 
tration policies with which they 
disagreed. But the tendency in 
recent years has been more and 
more to condone the use of 
public funds and governm ental 
favors to influence the votes of 
m em bers 
of 
Congress. 
This 
isn t usually described as “ dis­ 
honest.” but as m erely “ prac­ 
tical politics " 
Many a political contributor 
doesn t expect any rew ard if a 
candidate he supports wins the 
election 
but there 
are many 
others who do. 


IT TAKES a good deal of 
courage for a president to turn 
down heavy contributors to a 
political campaign, and in the 
past the contributors have been 
rewarded by appointments to 
posts in the diplomatic service 
or in the Cabinet or in other 
posts outside the civil service. 
For decades there has 
been 
condemnation of this practice, 
but nothing seems to have been 
done about it. 


And 
what 
is called 
“ arm- 
tw isting” and “ wheeler-dealing ’ 
today is something which has 
grown in scope over the years 
and now plays a significant part 
not only in lining up votes in 
Congress but in the allocation 
of some government contracts 
and the selection of sites for 
governmental projects 
All 
this doesn't 
necessarily 
impugn the personal character 
of a president, but it certainly 
emphasizes how far the Ameri­ 
can politician has strafed from 
what used to be called “ un­ 
selfish devotion to the public 
interest " 


Russians Stick Nose In

WASHINGTON 
The Russians stick their nosp 
into American presidential cam ­ 
paigns every four years direct­ 
ly. indirectly or accidentally. 
It was direct enough last July 
when Sen. Barry Goldwater won 
the Republican nomination arid 
Prem ier 
Khrushchev 
accused 
him of trying “ to enter thp 
White House under the slogans 
of 
unbridled 
anti-communism 
and war threats.” 


And the Russian leader lik­ 
ened the Republican convention 
to a Nazi party rally 


Khrushchev 
has 
been quiet 
since. But now Russia has shot 
three men aloft in a space cap­ 
sule 
circling 
the 
earth 
and 
outdoing anything this country 
ever attem pted. 


It isn t clear whether they had 
to do this right now for scientif­ 
ic reasons, hoped it might add 
to the wrangle between Presi­ 
dent Johnson and Goldwater. or 
just didn't care. 


It s not the first time they did 
this kind of thing in the midst of 
a campaign. They did it in I960. 
when thev orbited two dog* Not 
to be outdone, the United States 
shot three mice 650 miles aloft 
before the campaign was over. 


Yet, what the Russians did 
then 
was 
like 
a 
quiet 
aft­ 
erthought to a bad year that got 
off to a pleasant start. 
In 1960 President Eisenhower 
and Khrushchev not only ex­ 
changed 
Happy 
New 
Year 
greetings 
but 
arranged 
for 
Eisenhower to visit Russia in 
June Then the roof fell down. 
or rather the American U2 spy - 
plane did 
The Russians shot it out of the 
sky over their motherland in 
May. 
In quick order that month 
Khrushchev broke up the Paris 
sum m it meeting with Eisenhow­ 
er, denounced him, called off 
the President’s trip to Russia, 
and cabled Democratic party 
leaders in this country. 
He,.said 
broad sections of the 
(American) public and many

er adm inistration's handling < 
foreign policy. 


Then on July 13 Khrushche 


expressed his opinions to a visi

The vice president had di 
hated Khrushchev in a Mosco 
display kitchen in 1959

The Federal Milk Marketing 
O rder of Wheeling is more or 
less a “ clearing house” for the 
farm er and milk dealers in this 
area, and its aim is to main­ 
tain stability in a highly-com- 
petitive industry by allowing the 
old law of supply and demand 
to function, William Kidd told 
the Rotary Club Tuesday. 
Kidd explained the role of the 
federal agency, which serves the 
Ohio Valley, in addressing the 
club at its noon luncheon m eet­ 
ing in the Travelers Hotel. 
While the federal order makes 
no provision for production con­ 
trol of milk, it acts as a watch­ 
dog of prices, assuring the farm ­ 
er he will 
receive 
whatever 
price he if entitled to at cur­ 
rent m arket levels. Kidd said. 
Each of the 800 dairy farm ers 
in this area is paid the same, 
or at least the minim um, by 
the 16 milk dealers and t h e 
farm er’s return is based on the 
average value of all milk on the 
entire m arket at the time. 
Kidd explained two price clas­ 
sifications — whether the milk 
sold by the fan n er is for fluid 
consumption, or for “ hard prod­ 
uct” like cheese, butter or ice 
cream . He related the October 
price is $4.96 per hundredweight 
for fluid use, or $3 20 per hund­ 
redweight for hard product. 
Eighty per cent of the milk 
produced by dairy farm ers in 
this area is sold for fluid con­ 
sumption, he said. 
Kidd’s office decides o n l y 
what prices will be paid t h e 
dairy farm ers by dealers f o r 
their milk, not what prices the 
dealers will sell the products 
for. 
Kidd pointed out his job is 
“ to apply the rules” of the fed­ 
eral order and the cost of main­ 
taining his office Is borne by 
the milk industry through as­ 
sessm ents. 
“ I apply the rules, like an um­ 
pire. The d e a le r send in their 
reports each month and tell us 
what they did with the milk and 
we set the prices. We also au­ 
dit their books.” he added 
Kidd explained 
the Federal 
Milk Order em erged 
in t h e 
early 1930’s after state milk con­ 
trol laws failed to prove effec-

The backbone is “ classified 
pricing,” or higher prices to the 
farm er for milk to be used for 
fluid consumption, and a lower 
I price for milk destined for oth­ 
er uses. 
“ The milk industry is a little 
different from industrial goods.” 
Kidd said. He said there Is a 
time span in production, where 
the farm er produces two a n d 
three 
years 
ahead 
without 
knowledge of what the price 
will be at selling time, milk is 
highly perishable and the farm ­ 
er cannot wait to sell when the 
m arket price is high, and milk 
production is highly seasonable 
—high in spring and lower in 
the fall and winter. 


“ How rapidly is the milk bus­ 
iness being concentrated in the 
'hands of a few big com panies?” 
Kidd was asked. “We started in 
1935 with 36 dealers, some very 
small, now there are 17 
B u t 
there is a tendency to merge 
as larger companies can oper­ 
ate more profitably,” he re­ 
plied. 
“ Is there any arrangem ent In 
pricing to rew ard the farm er 
for producing a better grade of 
m ilk?,” Kidd was asked. “ The 
only adjustm ent is based on a 
water-fat test, but health de­ 
partm ents and dairies have pro­ 
gram s designed to encourage 
this.” he replied 
The federal 
agency serving 
this area is one of 80 in the 
country. Kidd has been adm in­ 
istrator of the Wheeling-Clarks- 
burg office since 1955.

sion of faith, the Christian un- 
| derstands tnat all men are guil­ 
ty of the death of Christ, for all 
I have in some manner denied 
ihim,” the bishops said.

This is standard Christian 
doctrine, 
but throughout the 
history of the faith, popular 
thinking and much church liter­ 
ature often has tended to point 
an accusing finger at Jews for 
Christ’s death. 
A similar declaration, absolv­ 
ing Jews of arty special blame 


for Christ’s death, was proposed 
last year before the Vatican 
council, but subsequently was 
altered to refer to subsequent 
generations of Jews. 
At the current council session, 
however, a strong force of Ro­ 
man Catholic bishops and cardi­ 
nals have demanded restoration 
of the original position, denying 
j that any particular blame rests 
on Jews of any time. The mat­ 
ter remains unresolved.

Back of weather forecastin g is the gatherin g of facts about 
weather from man y .station s all ov er the coun try—whether 
it is warm or cold, how hard or in what direction the win d is 
blowin g, what the pressure of the air is like, how much hu­ 
midity I water v apor) there is in the air, an d so on . The U.S. 
Weather Bureau, through a large chain of weather station s 
all ov er the coun try, collects such data ev ery hour, day an d 
n ight. Summaries are sen t to v arious Weather Bureau cen ters 
in differen t regin s, where weather reports, forecasts an d 
maps are made av ailable to those who n eed them, such as 
n ewspapers an d radio an d TV station s. We hav en 't the space 
to explain about the high an d low pre.ssure areas, warm an d 
cold fron ts, etc., on which weather men make prediction s, 
but our illustration sbows a simple case of forecastin g. A 
mass of warm air has been shown on Mon day’s weather map 
(A) mov in g eastw'ard with rain (shaded area) ahead of it. 
Tuesday’s map shows this ' warm fron t" (dark lin et still 
mov in g eastward. From his kn owledge, the forecaster kn ows 
such a fron t probably will keep mov in g an d sweep up n orth­ 
east. He therefore predicts rain iCi for most of the eastern 
states, an d he will be right about 8.5 per cen t of the time.

Back of w eath er forecasting is the gathering of facts about 
w eather from m any stations all over the country—whether 
it is w arm or cold, how hard or in what direction the wind is 
blowing, w hat the pressure of the air is like. how m uch hu­ 
m idity (w ater vapori there is in the air, and so on. The U.S. 
W eather Bureau, through a large chain of weather stations 
all over the country, collects such data every hour, day and 
night. S um m aries are sent to various W eather Bureau centers 
in different regins, w here w eather reports, forecasts and 
m aps are m ad e available to those who need them, such as 
newspapers and radio and TY stations. We haven t the space 
to explain about the high and low p ressure areas, w arm and 
cold fronts, etc., on which w eather m en m ake predictions, 
but our illustration shows a simple case of forecasting

m ass of w arm air has been shown on Monday s weather m ap 
(A) moving eastw ard with rain (shaded areal ahead of it. 
T uesday's m ap shows this ‘'w arm front'' 'd ark line• still 
moving eastw ard. F rom his knowledge, the forecaster knows 
such a front probably will keep moving and sweep up north­ 
east. He therefore predicts rain (Cl for most of the eastern 
states, and he will be right about 85 per cent of the time.
